rights  you  have  defended,  that  one  wish  i)ervaded  the  whole 
Continent  of  placing  you  at  the  head  of  the  Federal  Republick, 
and  of  enjoying  under  your  protection,  as  our  first  Magistrate, 
the  blessings  of  that  free  government,  for  the  attainment  of 
which  we  are  so  much  indebted  to  your  exertions  as  our  General — 

The  promises  of  your  earlier  life.  Sir,  had  prepared  your  fel- 
low citizens  for  your  acceptance  of  the  military  cosunmnd  in 
the  year  flTo,  when  dangers  and  difficulties  surrounded  on  all

sentiments  do  they  call  to  mind  the  efforts  of  that  heroick  forti-
